Commuted to 5 Years 


WASHINGTON (AP) The 
eourtmartial sentence of the 27- 
year-old private who refused to 
drill at a California army camp 
has been reduced progressively 
from death to five years’ impris- 
onment, senators learned today, 

The rmnodification was officially 
declared to have been made “to 
equalize the sentence in accord 
with war department policy.” 

Chairman Elbert D. Thomas 
(Dem.Utah) of the Senate mili- 
tary committee was informed of 
developments in a letter from 
Maj.Gen, Myron C. Cramer, 
judge advocate-general. 

The original death sentence, 
handed down against Pte. Henry 
Weber at Camp Roberts, Calif, 
Feb. 3, previously had been re- 
voked by the trial court itself and 
the soldier sentenced to life at 
hard labor.

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AT THE GOLDEN GATE 

AN FRANCISCO’ “IS “CONFRONTED 

with an intricate and intriguing problem. 
The good burghers-of the Golden Gate City 
are at their wits’ end to know how to find 
accommodation for the thousands who will 
make up the retinue of nearly 50 delegates 
to the meeting of the United Nations— 
scheduled by the “Big Three” to begin its de- 
liberations there on April 25. What with the 
great influx of war workers in the last year 
or so, to say nothing of essential business 
travel to and from this great Pacific port, 
existing accommodation by no means meets 
requirements, 

But the people of San Francisco seem to 
thrive on trouble. The calamitous earth- 
quake and fire of 1906 was enough to dis- 
courage any community for many a long 
day; a citizenry with courage and imagina- 
tion figuratively shrugged its shoulders and 
proceeded to throw up great new edifices 
in rapid time as if in defiance of Nature's 
unpredictable whims. In the middle ‘30's 
San_Francisco smarted under the new name 
which persistent waterfront labor troubles 
had won for it; it was called “Ghost Port.” 
But that, too, belongs to the past. And if 
its great exhibition in’ 1939 was anything 
but a financial] success, its ambitious char- 
acter attracted the attention of the world at 
large. To find room for the. representatives 
of nearly 50 nations, therefore, is a job to 
be taken in the city's stride. For here is an 
event, which may shape the course of--his- 
tory for many, many years to come. 

Although this country would have liked 
to play host to this vast and varied assem- 
bly, Canada will congratulate San Francisco 
on its good fortune. But what must neces- 
sarily engage the attention of the people of 
this Dominion is the personnel of its delega- 
tion. Eight days before the conference opens 
the present Cangdian Parliament will have 
ended its constitutional life. The Prime Min- 
ister need not hold a general election until 
some time late next fall, He could neverthe- 
less ask the people for new instructions in 
time to discover whether they desired him, 
Mr. Bracken or ‘Mr. Coldwell to represent 
them at the momentous gathering in San 
Francisco, In that case, however, it would 
be necessary to take attion in the next few 
days. So far Ottawa is\silent on the date 
of Parliament's dissolution. 

The point about Canada’s representation 
at San Francisco is particularly important. 
Nor is it to be supposed for one moment 
that Mr. Mackenzie King would feel like 
heading this country’s delegation without 


having first discussed this and other mat | 


ters related to the Dominion’s role in the 
postwar world with the electorate. What 


the Canadian people should begin to think | 


about now, however, is whether or not they 
desire to be represented at the United Na- 
tions’ conference by one who is thoroughly 
familiar with the international scene in ail 
its aspects. 


TO AID VILLAGES 
Briss COLUMBIA'S VILLAGES, FEW 
of which have enjoyed the increased in- 
comes of war booms and many of which 
stand in need of necessary public works, will 
be given an opportunity for rehabilitation 
under proposals advanced by Premier Hart 
in his policy speech on Monday. 

The government, the Premier said, in- 
tends to submit legislation which will -per- 
mit the provifice to guarantee bonds of the 
villages, provided the application for such 
support meets the requirements of the De- 
partment of Municipal Affairs. The prov- 
ince’s guarantee will not only facilitate bor- 
rowing by the small communities but ensure 
a low rate, Money so raised will extend to 

_ the villages some of the amenities of the 
cities and the larger municipalities. 

The plan suggests means by which. in- 
mumerable developments might be started 
and carries with it a clear indication of the 
government's appreciation of the social and 
physical needs of smaller settlements 
throughout British Columbia. In the broader 
field, it should assist provincial economy 
through distribution of postwar population 
to centres which need more settlers.

ANADA’S VOLUME OF PRODUCTION 

and the general level of its prices are 
vitally affected by conditions in the world 
market. This ‘country’s own economic life is 
part of the economic life of the world of 
international trade—which entails exchange 
of products, The total volume of trade de- 
pends on the total. volume of production, so 
that by increasing the volume of world pro- 
duction, the volume of world trade is in- 
creased. To develop trade with China, for 
instance, the productive powers of China 
have to be increased, which gives China 
more purchasing power. 

The exports of a.nation pay for its im- 
ports and vice versa. In the long run they 
must balance. To sell abroad it is necessary 
to buy abroad. The goods are priced in 
money to facilitate exchange. Before the 
war of 1914-1918, gold was the money of in- 
ternational exchange. In Britain the pound 
sterling was equal to 113.002 grains of gold. 
In the United States the dollar was equal 
ta 23.22 grains of gold. So that it took 4.865 
dollars to obtain one pound sterling. That 
was the gold measurement of value.

bank, showing the transaction, and received 
$1,000 ~credit from the “bank. “The hank 
cleared the transaction through its London 
agent by a bill of exchange.‘ The point was 
that. the buyer and seller knew the price 
based on the gold standard. ‘The goods 
might arrive in England six months later, 
ut..theprice. was still the same.

Last year’s conference at Bretton Woods 
made certain recommendations for the fu- 
ture of exchanges which are now being dis- 
cussed by the various governments con- 
cerned, Canada is particularly interested in 
the problem of the valuation of exchange 
owing to its trade with both Britain and 
the-United..States...As. domestic pricés are 
specifically affected by the world market, 
the entire international basis of exchange 
can be dislocated by some domestic political 
question. As long as there is no guaran- 
tee against a domestic change in the stand- 
ard measurement, due to some domestic 
policy, the facility of international trade, 
whether in sterling or dollars, is enhanced.
